TONDON’S GALA DAY. 


With Royal Pomp Kaiser William Pro- 
ceeds to Guild Hall. 


a TRIUMPHAL PROCESSION FROM BUCK- 
INGHAM PALACE. 


The Route Profusely Decorated and Lined 
with Britons of All Degrees—Flags of 
Many Nations Displayed — Emperor 
William’s Reception by the Lord 
Mayor—Wales and the People. e 


Lovpox, July 10.—London is in gala attire. 
Everybody who has bunting has brought it 
out, and the flags of Great Britain and 
prussia are seen everywhere. Many shops 
nave been closed for the day, in order to give 
employes a chance to see the parade and 
many thousands have come to town from 
various parts of the country and even Scot- 
land and Ireland. From the earliest hours of 
the morning crowds of people have been lit- 
erally pouring towards Buckingham Palace, 
< james Park, the strand, Fleet street, 
Iuagate Hin and the ‘city generally in order 
to take up some position where they 
could get as good a sight of the 
imperial procession as it was possible for 
them to get by grim determination and good 
elbow work. From the earliest hours also, 
in addition to the crowds of pedestrians flock- 
ne cityward, there were large bodies of reg- 
ular troops and volunteers to be met march- 
ing towards the positions they had been 
assigned to occupy along the route and be- 
sides the soldiers there were fully 8,000 
policemen in motion with the same object in 
jew. 
. At 9.80 f. m. all traffic along the route and 
through the streets bordering it had been 


not only stopped, but still more effectively | 


brought to a standstill by the wiil of the peo- 
ple, who packed every foot of space avall- 
able and who were not to be moved under 
much less pressure than that of a police 


charge. 
CROWDS OF THE CURIOUS. 

As the hour for starting the procession— 
midday—drew near the crowds pressed upon 
the soldiers and police so that it required the 
utmost efforts of the red coats and the blue 
coats to keep them from breaking through 
the lines formed from the palace to Guild 
Hall. While this crowding was in process 
the Emperor, as usual, had commenced his 
day’s work at an early hour. 

About 7 o’clock the Emperor had left Buck- 
ingham Palace on horseback from Rotten 
how, Hyde Park, where he enjoyed an invig- 
orating ride. The Emperor reviewed the 
Queen’s Westminster Volunteers on the lawn 
of the Buckingham Palace. For that occasion 
the Emperor wore a light blue Prus- 
Jan uniform, After this review 
the German Emperor enjoyed a light 
breakfast and then visited the naval exhibi- 
tion where he was much interested in the 
models of the new war shipsand modern big 
guns. Leaving the naval exhibition he re- 
turned to Buckingham Palace and retired to 
his private apartments inorder to transact 
a mass of public business connected with the 
German empire before preparing for his:prog- 
ress to the historic Guild Hall. Just before 
starting on this journey the Emperor re- 
‘eived brief telegraphic and courier reports 
brought by mounted policemen and cavalry- 
men to Buckingham Palace upon the pos- 
on of affairs from various points along the 
lind#the procession was to follow. All these 
concurred thatan orderly andi magnificent 
reception would be accorded the Emperor of 
Germany by the loyal subjects of the Queen 
of England. 

THE ROYAL PAGEANT. 

Precisely at noon the royal state carriage 
left Buckingham Palace sparkling with gold 
ornamentation and drawn by eight superb 
postillion-ridden horses, fanked by mounted 
life guardsmen and mounted police and con- 
ducted by white bewigged footmen and 
coachmen of immense size. The royal car- 
riages upon leaving the palace passed to- 
ward Marlborough Gate, through lines of 
grenadier guards and police, backed up by 
huge swaying, cheering crowds of people. 

As the procession left the palace from every 
quarter within and without the city bound 
aries peals of bells rang out from the church 
steep.es and announced joyfully to the ex- 
staut Masses that the imperialp ageant had 
mmenced.

THE OOTTON CROP. 


Improvement Shown in the Report of 
Condition for June. 


Wasuincton, D. C., July 10.—The July ro- 
turns to the Department of Agriculture show 
some improvement in cotton condition dur- 
ing the month of June. The general average 
for tne whole breadth advanced 3 per cent, 
standing at 8.6. This is three points below 
the July return of last year and one above 
that of 1889. In but four seasons since 1874 
have the July returns been 80 low. 

The slight improvement noted has been 
quite general throughout the whole belt, the 
result of favorable weather during the 
month. Thecrop is universally late, rang- 
ing locally from afew days to two weeks or 
more. In the Atlantic and Eastern Gulf 
States especially the plant is small and back- 
ward, and lack of suitable weather for chop- 
ping out has made the fields very grassy. 
Re-planting failed to secure perfect stands 
where necessary. Locally considerable acres 
have been plowed up and given toother 
crops, or abandoned entirely. From Missis- 
sippi westward the plant, while somewhat 
backward, is cf good color, making generally 
vigorous growth, while plantations running 
a sufficient number of plows are 


clean. There issome complaint of lack of } 


labor. The Outlook in Texas is especially 
good, the plant good, flelds well worked. 
Worms are reported from but two local 
ties, both in Texas, the first brood being no- 
ticed nowhere else. *

The 
next day the boy heard that the old man 
they robbed was Killed inthe encounter. He 
thereupon determined to run away. The 
police think the boy is telling the truth and 
have taken the case in hand. 

If the boy’s statements are true he has been 
a participant in a score or more of house- 
breakings. He says his father has been train - 
ing bim in this work ever since he can re- 
member. The Wheeling police have been no- 
tified, and an officer from that city will come 
on here and take the boy back to that city 
where the case will be fully investigated. 
The little fellow is willing to go back, but has 
a terrible dread of his father, who, he says, 
will kill him when he learns what he has 
told.

HE MEANT TO KILL, 


A:CONVICT’S ATTEMPT TO BRAIN A VISITOR AT 
JOLIET PRISON. 

Omas, July 10.—Agsistant State Attorney 
W. 8. Elliott of this city narrowly escaped 
death at the hands ofa desperate criminal 
while visiting Joliet penitentiary Tuesday. 
Mr. Elliott during his term of office has 
been very vigorous in his prosecution of 
cases against the habitual criminal element, 
and has made branch two of the Criminal 
Court a terror to thugs and murderers. Last 
October Charles Wagner was sentenced to 
twenty years under the habitual criminal act 
fora burglary in which he endangered the 
lives of an entire family by chloroforming 
them while asleep.

Elliott, in talking about the assault, said: 1 
stopped at one of the tables to speak to one 
of the convicts. Wagner was working op- 
posite him at the same table. I remembered 
his threat to kl both the Judge and myself 
and I instinctively stepped back. I was none 
too soon, for he rushed behind me andasI 
sprang forward out of his way I received the 
blow on the head. Had I not jumped, un- 
doubtedly he would have fractured my skull. 
As it was, the blow fell short and I was only 
stunnea.’’ 

The Warden and keepers rushed forward 
and secured the ruman before he could follow 
up the attack. Mr. Elliott receiveda painful 
scalp wound and for a time concussion of the 
brain was feared, but his physician now 
thinks a short rest will bring him around all 
right,

Gen. Daniel E. Sickles’ Mission to Ten- 
nessee. 


IT HAD NO BEARING ON ANDREW JOHN- 
SON’S CANDIDACY. 


Lincoln’s Hesitation in Placing His Name 
Again Before the People—One of Editor 
McClure’s Stories Exploded—How the 
Great Illinoisan Got the Ohio Dele 
gation, 


NEw York, July 10.~A Chicago telegram 
printed to-day in the New York papers says, 
in relation to the recent controversy between 
Nicolay and Editor McOlure, that in 1864, just 
prior to the Republican National Convention, 
Gen. Dan Sickles was sent to Tennessee by 
President Lincoln to sound Gen. Andrew 
Johnson on the question of his nomination for 
the Vice- Presidency in opposition to Hannibal 
Hamlin. 

Gen. Daniel E. Sickles was shown the dis- 
patch from Chicago to-day. The General 
said he did not feel at liberty to tell all the 
story of his visit to Tennessee, which he made 
just prior to the Baltimore convention. 

cannot go into those matters, he said, 
‘*because my relations with President Lin- 
coln were of a confidential nature, and even 
now I do not feel that I may speak of them. 
It is true that I was in Tennessee for several 
weeks inthe spring prior to the Baltimore 
convention. I went there on a special mis- 
sion from President Lincoln, but this mission 
was not ofthe nature suggested by the gen- 
tleman in Chicago—to ascertain the senti- 
ment or information which might affect Mr. 
Johnson's standing before the convention. 
It was more of a diplomatic mission, 

Mr. Johnson was then Military Governor 
of Tennessee and in his administration was 
very severe. His administration was of a 
character which seemed to Mr. Lincoln too 
harsh and not calculated to meet the policy 
which he believed the proper one. I had 
known Gov. Johnson in Congress, and we 
were on the most pleasant relations socially. 
I was given such credentials that I was placed 
on the best of terms with him officially. I 
spent about four weeks in Tennessee, and 
during that time was with him very much, 

THE MISSION ACCOMPLISHED. 

Without going into details I will say that 
my object was to see if the general character 
of his administration could be modified so as 
to conform more nearly to Mr. Lincoin’s 
ideas. I did the work that I was sent to do 
to the best of my ability and reported direct 
to President Lincoln, going to the White 
House immediately on my returnto Wash- 
ington and telling him the situation as I had 
found it. In all this I heard nothing of any 
bearing which this might have on the pogsi- 
ble selection of Mr. Johnson to be a candidate 
for the Vice- Presidency. 

Do you think that the results of your mis- 
sion may have influenced the President in his 
feeling toward Mr. Johnspn, or had any effect 
on the Nominating Convention?“ Gen, Sick- 
les was asked. 

**I cannot say that they may have had some 
effect, but if it did it was an indirect and one 
which was not thought of so far as I know 
when I was sent South by the President.’’ 

Is it your opinion that President Lincoln 
favored the selection of Mr. Johnson over 
Hamlin?’’ 

never heard the President express him- 


self on that question, Gen. Sickles said. | 


At the time I undertook the mission to 
Tennessee the President hadn’t even avowed 
that he would be a candidate himself. He 
shrank from such an avowal and on high 
grounds. He used totell me that he hesitated 
to say that he would be a candidate. He 
once said ‘Sickles, I must not do it, toavow 
one’s self a candidate for the Presidency at 
this time—to step forward and avow one’s 
self ready to assume the heavy burdens 
which must come to the President for four 
years—is something that noman should do. 
And the people might rightly look with dis- 
favor and suspicion upon one who openly 
declared that he was ready for the next four 
years to assume these burdens.’ 

‘*With such feelings on the subject of his 
own candidacy, Mr. Lincoln, I should say, 
would be still more disinclined to announce 
his preferences for the second place on the 
ticket. 

URGED TO BE A CANDIDATE. 

Gen. Sickles said that he advised Mr, Lin- 
coln emphatically that he must be a candi- 
date. Hetold him that the announcement 
of his nomination would have greater and 
better effects on the Union cause than the 
announcement of three victorious batties, It 
would mean four years more of men and 
money and fighting, if necessary, to end the 
war. ‘‘Itold him that his nomination was 
necessary as a war measure, said Gen. 
Sickles. ‘‘I further told him that he was not 
doing right in allowing Mr. Chase, his prin- 
cipal rival, to make the appointments of 
special treasury agents as he was then 
doing. Itold him that each appointment 
was good for one delegate to the convention 
and that Chase would get this benefit of the 
distribution of the piums.

ITS COLLAPSE DUE ro THE PANIC or 
LAST FALL. 


* 


All Its Assets Conveyed to the Mechanics’ 
Trust Co.—Bifect of the Failure Upon 
Other Concerns in That City—Story of 
the Robbery of Its Vaults in 1873. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 10.—The Falls City 
Bank closed its doors this morning and en- 
tered into a deed of assignment, conveying 
all of its assets to the Mechanics’ Trust Oo. 
for the benefit of its creditors. The news 
caused a great shock in the business 
community, although it has been known 
the bank was in a shaky 
condition for some time, Generous ahd 
prompt assistance has kept the unfortunate 
financial institution on its feet tor six 
months, but the collapse will have little effect 
on local financiers. The failure six months 
ago might have entailed serious consequence 
and have forced several banks to the wail. 
There is a goneral feeling of confidence 
throughout the local money market, and all 
the banks can stand the slight run that may 
be caused among their depositors by the Falls 
City collapse, 3 

The history of the bank’s embarrassments 
dates from the beginning of the panic which 
spread over the country last fall in conse- 
quence of the Barring Bros.’ complications 
and the collapse of the Argentine securities. 
Though ably managed, the Falls City Bank 
had got very lowin its cash when the tidal 
wave broke over the country and rumors of 
its shaky condition having been circulated 
throughout business circles there 
was a steady withdrawal of de 
posits, At this time a meeting 
of the Olearing-house and banks was hold 
and a special Aid Committee was appointed 
to inquire into the standing of the bank daily 
and render the necessary assistance to tide 
them through when a 
failure would to 
all, advanced 
$100,000, and offers came from the country 
banks as well, but they were declined. Fora 
week past the directors of the bank and the 
clearing - house committee have been 
in consultation dally regarding the 
collapse that was bound to come 
in time, and it was generally 
agreed that as there seemed to be no chance 
of buliding up the business at present and the 
situation was becoming daily more compli- 
cated a suspension and assignment was the 
wisest thing that could be done. 

The local bankers are loathe to discuss the 


‘failure. In March, 1876, on a Saturday night, 


the bank was robbéd of between $300,000 and 
$400,000 in cash and convertible secu- 
rities. The thieves rented a room 
just over the bank’s vault and worked 
down through the top. The robbery was not 
discovered until Monday morning, as the 
thieves had fastened the bolts back so that 
they could not ve opened except by expert 
workmen, The thieves were never caught, 
though between $200,000 and $300,000 was ro- 
covered at a cost of $33,000. 

Complete tables of the assets and liabilities 
have not yet been made. Maj. Wm. TM- 
man, Cashier, gives out the following state- 
ment of each in round numbers: Liabilities, 
individual depositors. $161,000; savings de. 
posits, $80,700; certificates of deposit, $15,700; 
the banks and clearing-house, $223,900; total, 
$431,300; assets total nominal, $1,223,000. 

Depositors will be paid in full, and the 
stockholders will get possibly #6 cents on the 
dollar, The capital stock of the bank is 
$600,000, with J. T. Moore as president. 

Bankers regard the failure asan excellent 
one, as Creditors were getting ready to bring 
attachments.

The bank was 
established in 1865.

Indiana societies 
have dropped strawberry festivals and give 
the same money for missions. Little Eddie 
Dodge of Galesburg, III., report that his 
junior society, with twenty-one ac- 
tive members, converted ten boys. 
A Tennessee delegate said they had learned 
the difference between systematic benevo- 
lence and systematic beneficence. They 
wahted money to be raised where it would 
not interfere with the religious spirit. 

A Chinese delegate sent from Texas said:

DILLON’S DECISION. 


The Keokuk Railroad’s Big Deposit 
Must Remain Where It Is. 


a 


BANKS SAFER THAN TRUST COMPANIES 
FOR COURT FUNDS. 


Judge Dillon’s Decision This Morning in 
an Important Case—Ira Boutell’s 
Bond—An Injunction Against the City 
and the Geneva Publishing Co.—A Will 
Without an Estate. 


Judge Dillon rendered a decision to-day 
which is of much interest to the whole com- 
mercial community and may have a material 
bearing in the future in determining the 
nature of securities for estates and funds held 
in trust, as also bonds for persons holding 
positions of responsibility. It isa well-known 
fact that trust companies are being largely 
made use of as a means of security for estates 
in the hands of executors and administrators, 
and as surety for officials in place of bonds- 
men. Judge Dillon overruled a motion 
to-day to take a fund of $300,000, wr ich is 
being held subject to the court’s order, out of 
the bank, in which it is at present, and place 
it with trust companies. In passing on the 
matter Judge Dillon said without reflecting 
on the trust companies, that he would not 
permit a fund in charge of the court to be 
placed with any of these outside institutions 
which he knew nothing about, without hav- 
ing ample additional security. 

The case in question was money paid into 
court by the St. Louis, Keokuk & Northwest 
ern Railroad to pay for property condemned 
for its entrance into St. Louis. The amount 
is $320,000. The roadway comes into St. Louis 
through the north end along Main street and 
Franklin avenue. The property owners to 
the number of twenty-one flled exceptions to 
the amounts allowed by the commissioners 
appointed by the court to assess the 
damages. This litigation is pending in 
the court. Meantime the railroad 
company pays the amount fixed by the com- 
missioners into court and takes possession of 
the property, subject toa subsequent order 
ofthe Court. This the railroad has done in 
this instance, and the money was 
deposited, $200,000 in the Boatmen’s Bank 
and 8120, 000 in the German American Bank. 
The money is subject to the court’s order 
and draws no interest. 

To-day an application was made to the 
court by several leading lawyers, represent- 
ing the property owners, 
have the money taken from 
banks and loaned to 
trust companies which agreed, it was alleged, 
to pay interest. The attorneys were Mr. Ru- 
dolph Schulenburg, Mr. Given Campbell and 
Maj. D. B. Lee of the firm of Lee & Ellis. The 
application provoked a heated debate, 
the railroad company’s attorneys being 
present to contest the order. Col, 
John G. Chandler and Mr. John A. Drabelle 
appeared for the railroad company. 

PAY TOO HIGH INTBREST. 

Col. Chandler, in his address to the court, 
called attention to what he considered a too 
high rate of interest offered by the trust 
companies, as stated in the ap- 
plication. There were three 
panies which, it was alleged, would 
take the money and pay interest forit sub- 
ject to the court’s order. The Mississippi 
Valley Trust Oo. and the Union Trust Co. 
would pay, it was claimed, 4 per cent in- 
terest, and the St. Louis Trust Co. would pay 
8 percent. Judge Dillon stated that the only 
question before the court was the safety of 
the fund. While he would like to see the 
money be earning something, he would not 
jeopardize its safety in order to have it do 80. 

Maj. Lee in replying to this stated that 
when there were two institutions equally 
safe, one of which would pay an interest and 
the other would not, he thought it was the 
court’s duty to place the fund with the one 
which paid interest. 

To this Col. Chandler made answer, refus- 
ing to recognize that the trust companies 
possessed the same elements recommending 
them to the court’s approbation and likely 
to enlist the court’s confidence that the 
banks did. The trust companies, he stated, 
were branching out into too many directions 
as bondsmen for estates and guarantees for 
titles to real estate.They also paid, he stated, 
a dangerous rate of interest. It was the of- 
fer, he said, to pay 4 per cent, subject to the 
Court 's order, which attracted his attention. 

It was again Suggested by an 
attorney from the other side that the trust 
companies were as safe as the banks and Col. 
Chandler took issue with him, stating that 
one of the greatest panics the country ever 
experienced was started by the failure of the 
Onio Trust Co. in 1857, 

REFUSED THE ORDER. 

Judge Dillon refused to grant the order 
making the change. The only responsibility 
resting on the Oourt, he held, was as to the 
safety ofthe fund. If the parties could agree 
as to a change and show to the Court that the 
safety - of the fund was not im- 
periled, he would make the order. 
He bad had approved two bonds 
that morning, he stated, on which trust com- 
panies—he did not remember the names 
were surety, but he would not placea fund 
in the court’s care in any outside institution 
with which he was not familiar-without ad- 
ee security to insure the safety of the

18 THE NEGRO RACE CAPABLE OF SEIT 
GOVERNMENT? 


The Problem of the Black Republic: Dis- 
cussed by Minister Douglass—Future 
of the Little Island—Evidences of Real 
Progress White and Black Diplomats 


Compared. 


New YorK, July 10.—The New York Age, de- 
voted tothe interests of the colored race, has 
interviewed Minister Fred Douglass on Hay- 
tien affairs and to-day prints what he said: 
„How do youaccount for the frequent re- 
currence of these revolutionary movements 
in Hayti?”’ 

i aceount for it on the ground that the 
young men of Hayti have become accustomed 
to look to the Government as a means of 
enriching themselves and of procuring those 
pleasures to which young men educated in 
France are commonly addicted. Govern- 
ment is the source of wealth. 

Do these upheavals justify the argument 
of the white Americans as to the inherent in- 
capability of the colored people for self- 


gov ernment?’’ 

“No more so than the revolutions in the 
south American republics are an indication 

an inherent inability and incapability for 
self-government. Latin races have never 
yet proved themselves able to maintain any 
permanent republican government. To my 
mind Hayti is going through the same 
process some of the most cultivated nations 
in Europe went through some years ago. 
she had the same vices and virtues that were 
exhibited in Germany. Immoralities were 
abundant there of the same kind. 

BLACK MEN AS MINISTERS. 

How do you explain the recent tendency 
of our big dailies to argue the virtue of send- 
ing white men as ministers to the posts now 
ee upied by colored men?“ 

That idea is based evidently upon the 
assumption that more can be won from the 
fears of Hayti than can be obtained 
from the reason and good will 
of Hayti, and on the stul fur- 
ther assumption that a white man will com- 
mand more compliance with his demands 
upon a black man than a black man upon one 
of hisown Kind. It is born of the thought that 
a black man stands in awe of the white, and 
is confined more to our experience of a slave- 
holding people that to facts as they exist in 
the history of Hayti. Hayti has shown that 
she cares no more for a white man than she 
does for a black—that she does not care 
worthacent. They demonstrated by their 
assertion of independence that they could 
jook a white man squarely in the eyeand 
never lower their chin 2 inch. There is 
nothing init, Haytihas a half dozen white 
diplomats in her capital to one colored, and 
she has yet to show one hair’s breadth of 
deference more to a white manthana col- 
ored man. Instead of being humiliated by 
one of her color it is evident that she is proud 
todohim honor. There is nothing that any 
white man has asked of Hayti or is likely to 
ask of Haytiin behalf of the United States 
that will not be as readily granted if de- 
manded by a colored man as bya white 
man.

She has constitution; she has 
increasing contact with the outer world; she 
has new telegraphic communications with all 
the great seats of learning. She is granting 
privileges for railroads; she is putting up 
electric wires, telephones, and bullding 
bridges. She has her three departments of 
government—a judiciary, a legislative and 
executive department. She raises an in- 
creasing revenue. Her people are men and 
women. She has maintained herself for sev- 
en and eighty years, and I see no good reason 
why she should not do the same 100 years 
longer.

THE BAR HARBOR CRISIS. 

It seems to be generally acknowledged 
that Mr. BLAINS’s condition is such as to 
give his personal and political friends 
grave anxiety, and it need surprise no one 
if the worst rumors are confirmed. Every 
American, no matter what his political 
creed, will watch the silent fight at Bar 
Harbor with a profound interest in which 
there is no rancor or shadow of hate. 
Whatever may be thought of his political 
career, no one will feel disposed at this 
time to give even a passing thought to any 
of his personal qualities except those 
which have commanded the affeetion of 
every one who has had the good fortune to 
enjoy a personal contact with him. Gen- 
erous and brilliant, he has at once fascin- 
ated his friends and extorted the admira- 
tion of his bitterest foes, who would fain 
forget the flaws of character which have 
made a remarkable career as barren of fruit 
as the desert sands. 

Mr. BLAINE has often been compared 
with HENRY Cray, but brilliancy is the 


only quality common to the two men. And 


even in this there is a difference. The 
brilliancy of the dead statesman was that 
of a reality that shone by its own light. 
That of the living politician is the glim- 
mer of an uns ubstantial bubble of pretense, 
His policy has never been anything but a 
series of hand-to-mouth expedients, in 
which dexterity and a quick wit have se- 
cured hima standing which others have 
won by the solidand genuine qualities of 
the practical thinker. Perhaps no other 


man in American history can be compared 


with him asa master of makeshifts, and 
certainly no other ever got so complete a 
mastery over the affections of his partisan 
followers with so slender an equipment of 
actual political worth. His whole energy 
is directed toward the moment’s need, and 
there is nothing left over for the future. 
Perhaps without knowing it he is essen- 
tially insincere, as every man must 
be who depends for success upon 
dramatic effect rather than actual results. 
His career has been a succession of dram- 
atic moments not connected by any thread 
of purpose, and from the stirring events of 
1876 to the reciprocity dodge of 1890 he has 
never failed to introduce such ‘‘moment’’ 
at the right time. 

But right or wrong, he is always virile 
and forceful. He is every inch a man, and 
is loved for his manly qualities by friend 
and foe alike. Whatever may be his worth 
to the country he is the breath of life to his 
party. With his dexterity he would be 
more than a-match for a much stronger 
man, and his party has no other who is so 
cunning offence. Although he has just 
missed greatness and has not preserved 
his party from meanness and demoraliza- 
tion he is its most able leader, and the 
loss of his skill in its present crisis would 
be severe. 


BisHorp Coxe of the Episcopal Diocese of 
Buffalo said some very foolish things the 
other day to a class of young girls about 
bicycling. He considers it grossly im- 
modest for women to use the machine and 
rather coarsely remarked that ‘‘women on 
bicycles look like witches on broom- 
sticks.’’ The Bishop’s eyesight is bad, 
his taste is warped or the girl bicyclers he 
has seen were uncomely novices, for it 
would be hard to find an object possessing 
more beauty and grace than a pretty girl, 
who can ride well, on a bicycle. On the 
moral side of the matter the Bishop’s posi- 
tion appears absurd. It merely suggests 
that those who are prone to see the im- 
moral and immodest in actions innocent in 
themselves generally have the immoral 
and immodest in their own imaginations.

ED NOLAND'S FATE. | 


The Twelve Jurymen May Decide It 
To-Night. 


COUNSEL CLOSE THEIR ARGUMENTS 
THIS AFTERNOON, 


— 


Abstract of the Evidence Submitted by 
the State-The Line of e—De- 
fendant’s Wife and Little Ones in 
Court—Speculation as to the Verdict 
Will They Agree? 


JEPPERSON Orrr, Mo., July 10.—The Noland 
trial is attracting very little local attention. 
The little court-room in the old Court-house 
has held but few people outside of those 
whose business called them there since the 
trial started. 

Yesterday afternoon an anxious eyed 
woman with two little yellow-haired twin 
girls took a seat inside the railing, and she 
was there again to-day. It was the wife of 
the defendant and his children, whose pict- 
ures decorate all treasury notes of the State. 

Noland himself at hisattorney’s desk seems 
perfectly confjent and in the best of spirits. 

The State during the long tiresome session 
yesterday that began early in the morning 
and lasted untillate at night, succeeded in 
putting a grave doubt in the mind of every 
juror, to judge from their-faces,as to whether 
they were called upon to solve a Chinese 
puzzle or to pass a civil service examination 
for the position of Bank Examiner. The 
examination of the bankers and the reading 
of columns of figures from the treasurer’s 
books was ali Greek to the jury, and during a 
recess one juryman was heard to remark to 
another. 

„Say, Bill, this ere is all a conglomeration, 
eh?’’ 

And Bill was with him. 

Both the prosecution and defense are very 
confident, but outsiders lean strongly to the 
opinion that this jury, like the last, will dis - 
agree. If it does the case of the State against 
Ed T. Noland will probably be dropped. 
The examination of witnesses was completed 
this 8 

The State haa summoned a large number of 
witnesses who were never called to the 
stand, among them were ex-Gov. More- 
house, Joe Mercer of Independence, and 
Police Sergeant Phillips and Detective Pat 
Hunt of Kansas City. These last two were 
expected to tell something about Noland’s 
experience with the festive game of draw in 
Kansas City. The State made no attempt to 
bring poker playing into the trial, and 
brought in no evidence to prove fraudulent 
intent, the whole of the evidence being 
technical testimony to prove that Ed T. 
Noland’s books were not right, and that 
there was a shortage. 

THE LINE OF DEFENSE. 

The defense contented itself with introduc- 
ing evidence to prove that one check of $4,100 
which Noland was accused of embezzling was 
paid out in the ordinary transaction of busi- 
ness. No attempt was made to account for 
the rest of the deficiency, and the examina- 
tion of the witnesses forthe defense did not 
take over half an hour, Charies Noland, who, 
with Charles P. Johnson, is conducting the 
defense, was careful to bring before 
the jury the fact that all 
the money has been paid back. He raised 
the point this morning of the admisability of 
evidence to prove that the commission ap- 
pointed to examine the books was not ap- 
pointed in a legal way, and that Noland did 
‘not have to make a settlement until the 
Legislature met, when there was no money 
missing. He was overruled, but the fact 
allowed that whenthe Legislature received 
a report of the Treasury Office no money was 
missing. Yesterday afternoon alarge part 
of the time was spent in the examination. 
Clerks in Noland’s office both testified that 
Noland had told them that he was shortin 
his accounts. 

The defence rested thecase andthe court 
took a recess until this afternoon when the 
arguments will be commenced. The case will 
reach the jury to-night. The court will hold 
a night session if necessary to gain that end. 

EVIDENCE SUBMITTED BY THE STATE. 

Following is an abstract ofthe case the 
State has made out against Noland. He con- 
fessed his shortage to a number of people 
about the time he tendered his resignation, 
as testified to by State Auditor Seibert, by 
Eugene Wilkerson. Chief Clerk under Noland, 
an J T. M. Bradbury, a clerk in the office. 
Mr. Wilkerson testified that the cash in the 

treasury was Over $11,000 short onthe day of 
Mr. Noland’s suspension and the officers of 
different banks in which the State funds were 
deposited testified to discrepancies between 
the amounts credited to thelr banks on the 
State’s check register and the amounts 
sy on the checks. This por: 

lon of the evidence against the ex- 
State Treasurer was best presented by 
F. E. Marshall, a national bank examiner, 
and a member of the committee appointed to 
examine the Treasury Department. The com- 
mittee found discrepancies in the accounts 
with vanks as follows: Union National Bank 
of Kansas City, $7,408.50; First National Bank 
of Kansas City, $1,000; First National Bank 
of Jefferson vin 7 $90; State Bank of Kansas 
City, 4,109.82; Franklin Bank of St. Louis, 
$8,299.87. These amounts, with the shortage

he clerks in the Treasury Department tes - 
ted that Mr, Noland always insisted on re- 
ceiving the Dank statements as they came to 
the office every month, and that no one was 
allowed to examine them but himself, and 
testimony was also adduced to show that 
Noland failed to send the Governor a dupli- 
cate of the statement furnished the office each 
month by each of the banks, as was required 
by law. The Governor himself seems to have 
been ignorant of this provision of the law 
until after the deficit occurred.

Meeting of Southern Railway & Steamship 
Association. 

New York, July 10.—The Southern Rallway 
and Steamship Association held another 
meeting yesterday, but an agreement on the 
association rates was not reached. It was 
proposed to put into effect forthe ensuing 
year the old agreement of the present year, 
which expires the last day of this month, 
This was objected to by quite a number of the 
representatives who want a new deal.

SECURED AN OUTLET. 

NEw YORK, July 10.—The first movement in 
the scheme to give the Long Island Railroad 
New England outlet and some New England 
roads access to New York Harbor indepen- 
dent of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad was made yesterday. Justice 
Cullen, in the Supreme Court in Brocklyn, 
appointed William 8. Cogswell of Jamaica 
and Richard M. Boone and F. M. Griffin of 
Glen Cove commissioners to condemn lands 
at Oyster Bay and joining the tracks of the 
Long Island Railroad. Oyster Bay is the ter- 
minus of the Locust Valley Division of the 
Long Island Railroad, Theland in question 
will be used for a large freight and passenger 
station. A pier 1,000 feet long and able to be 
reached at all times will be built there, and 
the trains will be run upon large floats and 
then across the Sound to Wilgon’s Point, 
Conn., which isthe terminus of the Housa- 
tonic Railroad, which connects with the New 
England Railroad. 

The three companies have united in this 
plan fora through line. When it is in opera- 
tion the length of the time between Brooklyn 
and Boston will be six hours. Express trains 
from Brooklyn will reach Oyster Bayin an 
hour, and from Wilson’s Point to Boston is 
about three hours’ ride. The floats, it is 
said, will be furnished by the Housatonic 
Railroad 


FINLEY SERVES NOTICE. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., July 10.—It was reported 
in the city last night that Chairman Finley 
had served notice on the Milwaukee road that 
that road was violating the agreement of the 
lines in the Chicago pool in the matter of 
tickets tothe Educational Convention at To- 
ronto. According to the rules adopted by the 
pool lines the Omaha was designated as the 
line which should handle the educational 
traffic from the northwest going by way of 
Chicago.

Boston, July 10.—Judge Dunbar, in the 
Superior Court, has ordered the defendant to 
file a briet on or before Aug. 7in the case of 
the Texas Standard Cotton Ou Co. versus the 
Prudential Fire Insurance Co. This isa suit 
on a policy of insurance, and the defence is 
that the President of the defendant com- 
pany, Samuelson Heidenheimer, now de- 
ceased, set fire to the property burned in or- 
der to getthe insurance. The plaintiff has 
filed a demurrer in which it setsup that 
even if the President did set the fire, the 
corporation is not to blame, and the insur- 
ance can be recovered.

The advertisements did not say that the 
election would be a conclusive test of the 
strength of Dr. Holland and the faction in 
the church opposing him, but those who 
could read between the lines understood this 
well enough not to need any reminder of this 
sort.

POPULATION. 
STATISTICS OF DISTRIBUTION IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH ALTITUDE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10.-The Census 
Bureau has issued a bulletin on the distribu- 
tion of populationin accordance with alti- 
tude. It appears that in the area below 500 
feet it included nearly all that part of the 
population which is engaged in manufactur- 
ing and in the foreign commerce of the coun- 
try, and most of that engaged in the culture 
of cotton, rye and sugar, 

The interval between 600 and 1,500 feet com- 
prises the greater part of the prairie States 
and the grain producing States of the North- 
west. 

East of the 98th meridian 1,500 feet is prac- 
tically the upper limit of population, all the 
country lying above that elevation being 
mountainous. . 

The population between 2,000 and 38,000 fee 
is found mainly on the slope of the great 
Western plains, In this region the belt be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 feet is almost every- 
where the debatable ground between the aria 
region of the cordilleran plateau and the 
humid region of the Mississippi Valley. 

Alaska is about 2,500 feet. Tne average ele- 
vation at which the Inhabitants lived, taking 
cognizance of their distribution, was 587 feet 
in 1870; im 1980 it had increased to 789 feet, and 
in 1890 to 788 feet.

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NEWS OF THE CHURCHES. 


CATHOLIC PAPERS AGREE TO DROP THE 
CAHENSLY MATTER. 


he Order Which Was Sent to Rome By 
the Press Association—Why This 
Course Was Adopted— General Religi- 
ous News of Interest. 


There is one phase ofthe Cahensly matter 
which has not yet been made public. A no- 
ticeable fact during the agitation was the 
absence of any authentic information on the 
subject in the Catholic papers. Most of the 
information and a great dealof the discus- 
sion was found in the secular press. The 
fact is now explained. When the first wave 
of dissatisfaction, caused by the cabled an- 
nouncement of the memorial and its 

projects, had subsided, an order 
emanating from the American Catholic 
Press Association was sent to their. Roman 
correspondent bidding him drop the Oahensly 
matter entirely and write nothing about the 
movement to appoint national bishops in the 
American church. The order was conveyed 
in a letter written by the editorof the Press 
Association, Mr. Conde B. Pallen,of this city. 
His reasons for writing the order are not 
plain. He is nota German, nor is he sup- 
posed to be under German influence. His ac- 
tions in the matter were evidently not per- 
sonal, 

Several of the local clergy thought that the 
order had been issued at the request of the 
Germans, who were heartily ashamed of the 
whole matter and anxious to have it die out. 
The letter, however, was written at the 
very outset of the movement and before the 
dissatisfaction had become widespread. 

A prominent churchman, who draws his in- 
formation from most reliable sources, is au- 
thority for the statement thatthe promoters 
ofthe scheme, fearing that the outspoken 
disapproval. of the American people would 
reach the ears of the Pontiff and prejudice 
their cause, tried to hush thingsup until 
they put the matterthrough at Rome.
